Let  us  begin  this  story  of  the  Bowman  family 
in  South  Carolina,  where  John  Lewis  Bowman  ‘was 
born  on  August  13,  1813-  On  February  13,  1834  he 
married  Matilda  Blackburn  in  South  Carolina.  Your 
editor  has.  been  unable  to  discover  the  names  ox 
the  parents  of  John  Lewis  Bowman  and  Matilda 
Blackburn,  or  in  which  county  in  South  Carolina 
they  lived.  Their  first  child,  Georgia  Ann  Caro¬ 
line  Bowman,  was  born  there  on  March  19,  3.835* 
Their  second  child,  Margaret  Jane  Bowman,  was 
also  born  there  on  February  28,  18.37.  Sometime 
prior  to  September  l4,  1839  John  Lewis  Bowman 
moved  his  family  to  recently  opened  Indian  lands 
in  Benton  County,  Alabama.  Early  deed  records  an 
this  county  were  burned  by  Union  troops  dux  ing 
the  Civil  War,  preventing  ycur  editor  from  dis¬ 
covering  where  the  Bowman  family  lived  there. 
Benton  Countv  ms  named  for  U.  S.  Senator  Thomas 
Hart  Benton.  In  1850  Senator  Benton  so  angered 
the  South,  that  the  citizens  of  Alabama  changed 
the  county  name  to  Calhoun  County  in  honor  ox 
U.  S«  Senator  John  Caldwell  Calhoun.  William 
Warren  Bowman,  third  child  of  John  L. 

Bowman,  was  born  here  on  September  14,  10 j9*

Bowman  again  moved  his  family,  this  time  to  Brazos 
County*  Texas a  He  purchased  640  acres  of  the 
Thomas  B.  Clonk  tract  near  the  intersection  of 
Farm  Road  1179  and  Bowman  Creek,  about  9#  miles 
northeast  from  the  center  of  Bryan,  Texas .  Here 
on  April  11,  I85S  Georgia  Ann  Caroline  Bowman  was 
married  to  Wilson  Reed,  a  prosperous  farmer  and 
widower,  born  September  23,  l8ll,  who  had  been  in 
Texas  since  1831,  and  in  Brazos  County  since  1840.

and  where  our  parents  are  all  buried. 

Mooreville  to  most  of  us  is  a  hallowed  spot, 
with  its  sacred  memories  we  will  never  iorge  . 

Carved  out  of  the  original  Pedro  Garza  and  the 
Ignacio  Golindo  grants,  Falls  County, .Texas, ^ i*  a 
valley  landscape  at  the  foot  of  towering  hi^is. 

Nearly  one  hundred  years  ago,  Robert  Moore,  a  warm¬ 
hearted  Irishman,  built  the  first  grocery  ana  supply 
store  there,  and  the  spot  where  he  located  ha-  bee- 
called.  Mooreville  ever' since . (4)  The  entire  Moore¬ 
ville  section  was  gradually  put  into  cultivation 
and  its  fertile  and  productive  soil  fieiaeu  great 
wealth .  The  population  rapidly  increased. 

Schools  and  churches  were  erected.  It  is 
interesting  to  recount  that  all  the  older  families 
mentioned  in  this  writeup  had  many  children,  an  ‘ 
most  al3  of  them  were  sooner  or  later  educate-,  a 
college.  And  with  the  passing  of  another  generation, 
all  had  married  and  moved  to  other  towns  and  citieo 
to  este,blish  their  homes  and  business. 

In  1865.  at  the  close  of  the  war  between  the 
States,  Willis  A.  Fiser,  with  his  family  anu  Uneies, 
came  in  caravans  from  Missouri  to  iexas.  The-e 
caravans  forded  the  Brazos  River  at  aco,  an 
while  camping  at  that  little  town,  R^erend  gather,

I 
that  the  Fisers  were  from  Tennessee,  he  at  once  had

River.  This  was  done,  and  to  their  surprise'  he 
slaughtered  a  "beef,  and  sent,  the  Risers  a  quarter 

thereof . 

Tliis  Kir.  Prather  was  the  father  of  the  late 
Wm.  L.  Prather,  a  lawyer  of  Waco,  and  President  of 
the  University  of  Texas.  The  Risers  secured  a  lease 
of  land  on  Hog  Creek  in  the  northwestern  section  of 
McLennan  County,  just  west  of  present  day  Waco.  To 
this  same  community  came  the  senior  Hansford  Hender¬ 
son  Jones  and  his  sons  Hardy  and  James. 

Pretty  soon  the  McCulloughs  came  with  their 
families  from  Missouri,  and  located  at  Rock  Dam, 
near  the  o3..d  settlement  of  Gurley  on  the  southern 
Pacific  Railroad  (north  of  the  present  town  of 
Chilton)  in  Ralls  County. (5)  Ed  McCullough  soon 
married  Elizabeth  Ann  Fiser,  and  her  sister ^ Mary 
married  Hardy  Jones.  Her  brother,  Leander  (  roe  j 
Fiser,  married  Roseanna  Emiiine  Bowman,  her 
youngest  sister,  Katherine  Bates  Fiser,  married 
George  Washington.
